The 
progress and energy displayed so 
far by the members of the chorus 
seems to augur well for the success 
of its debut before the Washing- 
ton public. 

The Glee Club has the advantage 
of the personal direction of Prof. 
Heinrich Hammer, former direc- 
tor of the Washington Choral 
Society, and well known in musical 
circles. Prof. Hammer came to 
this country from Germany at the 
time of the Jamestown Exposition. 
During his stay here he has been 
very active in choral work, and he 
brings to the Glee Club the benefits 
of a long experience in the training 
and directing of choroses. 

The present needs of the Glee 
Club are twofold : more male sing- 
ers, and faithful attendance and 
work in the part of those joining. 
The chorus has the requisite 
numbers for a good volume of 
tone, but it needs more of the 
heavier male voices «o give the 
proper balance. Tenors, as has been 
said before, are in especial de- 
mand. If you have the least sus- 
picion that you can sing above 
middle C, come and 1^ Prof. 
Hammer try your voice md 
possibly confirm that suspicion.

To the President's Council : 

Under date of March 15, 1912^ 
the Comnlittee on Student Organi- 
zations reported that the indebted- 
ness left by the Athletic Associa- 
tion, had reduced during the~ 
year from $91445 to $506.09, and 
that a balance of $4.31 was left in 
the treasury. Since that date the 
treasurer of the PanHellenic As- 
sociation has turned over $110.00 
to the Committee and with this 
money, plus $39.34 received in do- 
nations from creditors, the indebt- 
e.lness has been further reduced hy 
$151.84, leaving $354.25 
with a balance of $tilt in the 
treasury. During the year, Ih c ie- 
fore, the indebtedness has been 
diminished by the amount of 
$560.20. This excellent showing has 
been made possible by the liberal 
cash subscriptions given by the 
students an*! members of the fec- 
ulty, by the efforts of the PanHel- 
lenic Association in preparing and 
oreseiiting a series of three enjoy- 
able entertainments, and by the 
generous donations -of most of our 
creditors. The Committee, in be- 
half of the University, >vishcs to 
extend its sincere thanks to ttu;

ciation and to all others who have
